Settlement of Oil Workers’ Pay 
|May Set Reconversion Pattern; 
Ease Curbs on Consumer Credit

LABOR: 
U.S. Acts 


Acting energetically, Secretary of 
Labor Lewis Schwellenbach took 
the all-important oil workers’ wage 
dispute virtually in his own hands 
by transferring negotiations to 
Washington, D. C., in an effort to 
effect a settlement that was €x- 
pected to set a pattern for the re- 
canversion period. 

With the Oil Workers’ union de- 
mand for a 30 per cent wage in- 
crease embodying the program of 
other powerful CIO organizations, 
and with the oil companies’ offer of 
a 15 per cent boost representing 
the usual compromise, final disposi- 
tion of the case would go far to- 
ward determining the amount of 
“take-home” pay for employees 
during the ensuing months. 


Schwellenbach’s decision to shift 
the parley to Washington, D. C., 
from Chicago, Ill., followed upon an 
early deadlock in the bargaining 
over the union's insistence that the 
dispute be settled on an industry- 
wide basis and the companies’ stand 
that contracts should be signed by 
individual plants. 

Meanwhile, over 1,500,000 persons 
were affected by the strike of AFL 
elevator operators and building 
service employees in New York, 
with business losses running over 
$1,000,000 a day and production of 
winter and summer garments vir- 
tually stopped. Balking at a war 
labor board award of $28.05 for a 44 
hour week, the union asked $30,15 
for a 40 hour week. 


JAPAN: 


Historic Precedent 


September 27, 1945, went down in 
history as the red-letter day on 
which a Japariesé emperor, tinbend- 
ing himself in defeat, made a per- 
sonal call tipon a victoriotis U. S. 
commander to break all precedent. 

God to his people, small, wiry 
Hirohito, in formal morning clothes 
and high silk top hat, was very 
much rian to Gen. Douglas Mac: 
Arthur, who, steeped in occupation- 
al duties, met him in informal mili- 
tary attire and without a tie. 

Motoring to the Aniéfican ermbas- 
sy in Tokyo for the visit, Hirohito 
made his call just as MacArthur set. 
abeut shapitig plats for the re-edu- 
ention of the Japanese people and 
stripping Nippon of all its war-mak- 
ing potentialities by at économic 
reformation, 

In récasting thé Japanesé mind, 
MacAithtir chose té purstie the 
present policy of workirig through 
native peérsonrel. Japanese préss, 
radio, movies, government informa: 
tion buréatis, Schools and various so- 
cial groups would be used ag me- 
ditimis) for the dissernination of 
democratic principles and idéealg for 
world c6-operation. 

In Japati’s écorioiiie reformation, 
thé U.S, will strive for the eradiéa- 
tion of all potential war industry, 
confinitig the Nipponesé merely te 
eivilian production, At. thé same 
timié, efforts will be miadé to bréak 
up the busiriess nioriopoly of the four 
great holises of Mitsibushi, Mitsti, 
Yusdda and Sumitomo, and pros 
fridte widespread ownérship arid 
trade. Organization of fabor and 
agricultural drganizations also will 
be ericoiraged, 

Meanwhile, Japanese economic 
expérts dalled for a resumption of 
trade with thé U. S. to speed Nip- 
pon’s postwar rétovery and stave 
off impending privation. In returti 
for American. cotton, wool, salt, oil, 
itor, stigar and léather the Japa- 
nese. proposed exports of silk, gold, 
porcelain Ware atid lacaer goods.

CREDIT: 


Ease Controls 


In a move hit by OPA because of 
inflationary possibilities, but rapped 
by finance companies because of ifs 
restricted scope, the government 
removed all credit controls over 
building renovation and eased reg- 
ulations on loans for services or 
non-essential purchases, 


Remaining unchanged in view of 
popular demand and limited supply 
was the 12 month credit repayment 
for washing machines, vacuum 
cleaners, bed linen, mattresses, 
boats, watches, cameras, automo- 
biles, pianos and furniture. 


Though OPA resisted the re- 
stricted easing of credit regulations 
for fear of a scaling of prices up- 
ward in face of heavy buying, cer- 
tain financing groups declared that 
continuing restrictions placed low 
income classes at. a disadvantage 
and pricé control and rationing as- 
sured market stabilization. 


ARGENTINA: 
Buck Change 


Problem center of South America, 
Argentina was under another state 
of siege as the gov- 
ernment of Pres, 
Edelmiro Farrell, 
controlled by Col. 
Juan Peron, round- 


ed up economic, 
political and labor 
leaders following

U. S.-British Pact 


Virtual monopnlists in oil, the 
U. S, and Britain came to an under- 
standing for the orderly develop- 
ment of petroleum trade in the post- 
war world in a pact fashioned in 
London by Secretary of the Interior 
Ickes and British officials and sub- 


| ject to senate ratification. 


Removing vigorous opposition to 
any contro] over domestic produc- 
tion as envisaged in a previous 
agreement later repudiated by the 
U. S., the new pact only provides 
for advisory regulation of American 
and British operations overseas, 


| Both countries have extensive oil 


holdings in foreign lands, notably in 
the middle east; where deposits are 
reportedly as great as in the U. S. 

In drawing up the agreement, 
Ickes and British Fuel Administra- 
tor Shinwell provided for mutual re- 
spect of all concessions and rights 
obtained by either country, and also 
pledged non-interference with oper- 
ations. 


MEAT: 
More Available 


Because of the seasonal, increase 
in the marketing of range fed. cat- 
tle, OPA removed point require- 
ments for lower grades ‘of beef, veal 
and Jamb through most of October, 
and also made hamburger, lamb and 
veal patties, short ribs and brisket 
of beef, breast and flank of lamb 
and shank of veal ration-free, 

In addition, points were lifted 
from such low-grade meat products 
as sausage, frankfurters, luncheon 
variety and canned meats, 

In contrast, however, the contin- 
ued tight supply of hogs and fin- 
ished cattle necessitated the reten- 
tion of current point values on pork 
cuts, bacon and other cured meats, 
and choice selections of ‘beef, veal 
and lamb. Though fats and oils 
were kept on the rationing list, point 
removal on cheaper meat will fur- 
nish additional stamps for these 
items. 


Henry II Takes Over 


To husky, 28-year-old Henry Ford Il, 
who in college displayed more of a 
penchant for sociology than engineer- 
ing, went the presidency of the huge 
Ford Motor company, following the re- 
tirement of his famed grandfather from 
active service with the firm. 

Upon assuming his post, Henry the 
Il declared his ambition was to return 
Ford to leadership in sales again, the 
company having trailed Chevrolet 
throughout most of the decade preced- 
ing the war. On his toes, young Ford had 
shown the neiv 1946 model last July, 
only two days after government author- 
ization for resuming civilian produc- 
tion, and the firm was tvell off to post- 
war output when impeded by strikes. . 

Retiring at 82 after having resumed 
the presidency of his famed company in 
June of 1943 upon: the death of his son, 
Edsel, Ford declared that he would de- 
vote most of his energies to his outside 
interests, chief of which have been 
utilization of farm products in industry. 


EUROPE: 


Occupation Problem 


In war or in peace, old General 
Patton, with a mind of his own con- 
tinued to make néws, the latest 
ocasion being his clash with Gen- 
eral Bisenhowér over the use of 
competent former Nazi civil serv- 
ants for 4 restoration of German 
economy to hedd off threatened 
chaos this winter. 

Bésides being asked for an imme- 
diate report on the number of for- 
mer Nazis still idlding office in 3rd 
army territory, Patton also was di- 
récted to givé Eisenhower a per- 
sonal accounting of his control over 
the Bavarian region. For a hard 
peace, Eisenhower favors a riuth- 
less dénazifi¢ation of Germany's 
political, educational and economic 
life, and an early establishment of a 
Reich living standard no higher than 
stirrotinding coiintries’. 

Though the first to be called. on 
the carpet, Patton’s attitude is 
known to bé shared by other U. S 
officérs. seekirig to avert stirva 
tion, frost suffering arid epidemics 
this Winter in the shattered ration.

Census Bureau Reports a 
Rise in Midwest Planting 
As Homesteads Drop. 


WASHINGTON, — Farmers in the 
Midwest, the major agricultural 
region of the United States, are ‘cul- 
tivating 10,000,000 more acres than 
five years ago, but the actual num- 
ber of farms is decreasing, the 
1945 agricultural census taken by 
the bureau of census, department of 
commerce, showed recently. 

The farm acreage in the 12 great 


| livestock and grain-producing North 


Central states has grown to 263,256,- 
379 acres since 1940 in the 684 
counties so far reported out of 1,056, 
a gain of 4 per cent, the bureau 
said. 

However, there are 49,096 fewer 
farms in the region including Wi- 
nois, Indiana, Michigan, Ohio, Wis- 
consin, Iowa, Kansas, Minnesota, 
Missouri, Nebraska and North and 
South Dakota. This is a decrease of 
3.8 per cent from. the 1,283,357 farms 
reported five years ago. 

Thus the average size of farms 
increased 8.1 per cent from 195,7 to 
211.6 acres: 

Larger Farms. 

The increased size of farms is. at- 
tributed by census officials partly 
to the absorption of smaller farms, 
largely because the North Central 
states have extensive farm lands 
planted in crops favorable to mech- 
anized farming, and somewhat be- 
cause of the shortage of farm man- 
power. 

The greatest decrease in the num- 


ber of farms was in Michigan; A‘ 


loss of 3,152 farms, or a decline of 
7.1 per cent from 1940, was reported 
in 41 counties of the 83. 

South Dakota counties showed the 
greatest increase in farm acreage, 
an addition of more than 3,300,000 
acres, or a gain of 10 per cent. 

Percentages of decrease in the 
number of farms and increase in 
farm acreage, respectively, for the 
other states, follow: 

Towa, 0.5 and 1.0; Kansas, 6.6 and 
3.2; Minnesota, 3,3 and 1.7; Mis- 
souri, 2.2 and 4.8; Nebraska, 6.0 
and 1,5; ‘North Dakota, 5.8 and 8.0; 
Illinois, 3,3 and 1.9; Indiana, 3.4 and 
1.4; Ohio, 2.7 and 0.3; Wisconsin, 
4.2 and 3.2, 

Acreage Increased 

Nationally, in the 2,000 counties 
now reported out of 3,097, the num- 
ber of farms declined by 41,702 or 
1.1 per cent from 3,759,199 in 1940, 
Farm acreage increased 7.5 per 
cent, from 642,574,412 acres five 
years ago to the present 690,611,506 
acres, Increase in size of farms was 
8.7 per cent, from 170.9 acres to 185 
acres, 

Farm acres in use in the state 
of New York has increased by 822,- 
389 since 1940 while farms have also 
increased by 1,143, according to a 
report from 26 of the 62 counties, 

New York and Maine were the 
only states in the Northeast showing 
a tendency toward larger farms, the 
survey showed, 

Both Massachusetts and Rhode Is- 
land topped New York in percent- 
age of farm increases, éach show- 
ing a 28 per cent gain as compared 
with New York’s 1,9, but the Em- 
pire state's total of 60,035 farms stil! 
was peak for the hire statés cov- 
ered in thé survey. The state’s 6,- 
548,665 acres of farmland also was 
high.

Second Process Seen Safer 


For Peace Uses. 
NEW YORK, — An official Brit- 
ish report on the atomic bomb re- 
veals there are two kinds of atomic 
explosions, one the city destroying 
type, and the other only about as 
powerful as ordinary explosives, 

The low-power explosion has. im- 
portant implications for world safety 
in the promise that in producing 
atomic power for peace the en- 
gineers will deal with a force that 
is not much greater in destructive 
capacity than the accidents in steam 
and gasoline power plants. 

The two kinds of atomic .ex- 
plosions depend on fast neutrons for 


an atomic bomb and ‘slow neutrons | 


for atomic power. 

Fast. neutrons are uncharged par- 
ticles that travel at thousands of 
miles a second and with ‘energies. of 
millions of volts each. Slow neutrons 
drop to energies of only a few volts 
or even fractions of volts, and also 
to a few miles per second in speed. 

But these slow neutrons are about 
10 times more effective than the 
fast kind in producing the splits of 
cores of uranium or plutonium 
atoms. 

Their very slowness prevents their 
use, in an atomic bomb. They would 
start the explosion without difficulty 
but before they could spread to de- 
tonate the entire atomic charge 
the expansion would separate por- 
tions of the atomic explosive. 

This separation would need the re- 
action, There would be an ordinary 
explosion. 

A peculiarity of the atomic ex- 
plosives, uranium 235 and plutoni- 
um, is the fact that they are safe 
until the instant when more than two 
pounds are brought together into a 
single closely packed mass. The slow 
neutron explosion would separate 
this mass too soon. 

The fist neutrons, however, work 
in millionths of a second and spreac 
so fast that they ignite all, or near- 
ly all of the atomic explosive. 


Billionaire Firms in 


U. S. Increased to 43 


NEW YORK. — The number of 
private business enterprises with to- 
tal resources of a billion dollars or 
more each increased by 11 during 
America's participation in the Sec- 
ond World war, a United Press 
study disclosed recently. 

The survey revealed that 43 busi- 
ness organizations in the United 
States now boast membership in the 
billion-dollar club compared with 32 
on December 31, 1941, a short tinie- 
after the Japanese sneak attack on 
Pearl Harbor, At this time last year, 
billionaire enterprises numbered 41. 

Metropolitan Life Insurance com- 
pany, the study showed, led the list 
of billion:dollar organizations for the 
second stccessive year. The com- 
pany, one of the nine insurance ¢om- 
panies to make the billion-dollar 
grade, reported total resources of 
$6,995,450,571, 

Bell Telephone system, comprising 
American Telephone & Telegraph 
company and its telephone operat- 
ing subsidiaries, again ran second 
with $6,548,361,704 in resotirces. 
Prudential Instirance company held 
third place with $5,856,880,815. Chase 
National bank of the ily of New 
York, the world's largest commier- 
cial bank, retained fourth position 
with $5,288, 247,000.
